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Britain's  Work  in  Egypt 


Since  Egypt  has  a  Khedive  of  its  own,  and  since  it  belongs 
to  a  nation  which  has  a  Sultan,  how  happens  it  that  a  British 
"Agent  and  Consul-General"  rules  the  land?  This  is  a  puz- 
zling question  on  this  side  of  the  sea,  except  to  those  who  have 
had  some  reason  for  following  the  maze  of  international 
politics. 

But  it  is  a  story  of  finance  rather  than  of  politics.  Ameri- 
cans can  easily  understand  it  by  recalling  a  similar  situation 
closer  home.  "Britain  is  in  Egypt  for  practically  the  same 
reasons  that  the  United  States  is  in  Cuba  today. 

Here,  in  harest  outline,  is  the  story:  In  1863,  Khedive  Is- 
mail come  to  the  throne,  his  brain  throbbing  with  big  ideas. 


lie  was  a  royal  financier — and  a  royal  spender  rarely  sur- 
passed in  history.  Egypt  was  fairly  prosperous,  with  reve- 
nues sufficient  to  keep  the  wheels  turning,  so  Ismail  found 
his  credit  remarkably  good  in  Europe.  Everybody  wanted  to 
lend  him  money,  and  he  devised  so  many  ways  of  spending 
it  that  by  the  end  of  thirteen  years  he  had  advanced  the  na- 
tional debt  from  about  $15,000,000  to  $425,000,000.  During 
this  period  he  and  De  Lesseps  had  built  the  Suez  Canal,  the 
Khedive  retaining  most  of  the  shares. 

In  1876,  Ismail  found  himself  at  the  end  of  his  rope,  with 
howling  creditors  at  the  other  end.  In  desperation,  he  offered 
his  Canal  shares  to  the  Paris  hankers  for  $20,000,000.  The 


Frenchmen  saw  the  value  of  the  investment  hut  waited  for 
their  Government  to  guarantee  its  safety.  Somebody  flashed 
the  news  across  the  Channel.  The  Suez  Canal  is  Britain's 
short-cut  to  India  and,  besides,  most  of  the  commerce  that 
passes  that  way  is  British.  It  would  never  do  to  allow  another 
European  nation  to  control  the  waterway,  so  Lord  Beacons- 
field  went  to  the  Rothschilds  and  asked  for  a  loan  of  $20,- 
000,000;  as  collateral,  he  offered  his  promise  to  ask  parliament 
to  pay  it  back.  He  got  the  money,  cabled  to  Cairo,  and  Great 
Britain  became  the  principal  stockholder  in  the  Canal. 

This  transaction  laid  the  foundation  for  a  world  of  trouble. 
In  a  short  while,  it  became  imperative  that  Britain  and  France

take  charge  of  Egypt's  finances  in  self-protection.  Each  coun- 
try sent  a  commissioner;  the  Englishman  was  a  major  in  the 
Royal  Artillery — one  Evelyn  Baring.  The  name  sounded 
gentle  and  ladylike — but  it  was  Lord  Cromer  who  went  with 
the  name.  The  French  commissioner  sat  for  his  photographers 
and  gladly  talked  for  publication;  Baring  sat  in  the  counting- 
house  and  did  the  work.  After  a  few  months,  he  tired  of  it 
and  went  to  India  to  become  the  financial  adviser  of  his 
cousin,  Lord  Northbrook,  who  was  then  the  Viceroy. 

But  it  was  not  so  easy  as  this  for  Britain  to  get  away  from 
Egypt.  Troubles  began  to  pile  up  after  Major  Baring  left. 
Finally,  a  native  official,  one  Arabi  (not  "the  Blest")  exag- 
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gerated  his  influence  and  beaded  a  Boxerlike  movement  for 
throwing  all  Europeans  into  the  Mediterranean — without  pay- 
ing them  off.  There  was  a  riot  at  Alexandria,  under  the  very 
guns  of  the  British  and  French  fleets,  and  scores  of  Europeans 
were  murdered.  Both  fleets  cleared  for  action,  but  the  French- 
man received  a  cablegram  to  clear  for  home. 

The  British  admiral  then  told  Arabi  how  much  time  he  had 
in  which  to  dismantle  the  Alexandrian  forts.  Arabi  put  his 
hand  over  his  mouth  to  restrain  his  undignified  merriment. 
The  British  cannon  then  dismantled  the  forts.  In  retaliation, 
Arabi  prepared  to  cut  off  the  water  supply  of  the  Europeans 
in  Alexandria.  Britain  hurriedly  attended  to  the  formalities 
written  down  in  the  book  of  international  etiquette  and  then 
landed  the  marines. 

Arabi  left  Alexandria  and  threatened  the  Canal.  Britain 
called  on  all  the  Powers  to  unite  in  its  protection,  but  they  re- 
fused. France  was  then  asked  to  help  save  the  work  of  its 
engineers,  but  the  statesmen  declined.  Britain  then  put 
Tommy  Atkins  ashore  at  Ismailia.  Tommy  caught  Arabi  at 
Tel-el-Kebir  and  made  a  good  job  of  it.  Arabi  disappeared 
over  the  horizon  toward  Cairo,  but  two  squadrons  of  British 
cavalry  rode  hard  across  the  burning  sands  and  Cairo  sur- 
rendered. Two  days  later,  London  notified  Constantinople 
that  Tommy  would  be  leaving  for  home  shortly.  That  was 
in  1882,  and  London  would  not  have  believed  that  he  would 
be  there  in  1908. 

It  was  really  the  Mahdi  who  blocked  the  game.  The  up- 
rising in  the  Soudan  led  Britain  to  send  Gordon  to  Egypt  as 
Governor-General  of  the  Soudan,  and  this  was  intended  to 
result  in  the  evacuation  of  that  part  of  the  country.  But 
when  Gordon  was  making  his  single-handed  fight,  begging 
his  government  to  send  him  just  one  British  regiment  to  save 
the  national  honor,  public  sentiment  forced  the  Gladstone 
ministry  to  land  more  troops  on  Egyptian  soil.  Major  Baring 
had  meanwhile  returned  to  Egypt,  landing  in  the  "midst  of 
these  stirring  events.  *  *  *  All  authorities  agree  that  the 
Egypt  of  1882  was  one  of  the  most  hopeless  lands  in  all  the 
world.  For  centuries,  it  had  been  the  prey  of  the  spoilers — 
"a  satrapy  of  Persia,  a  colony  of  Greece,  an  estate  of  the 
Ptolemies,  a  province  of  Rome,  a  dependency  of  the  Arabian 
khalifate  of  Bagdad,  and  a  pachalik  of  the  Ottoman  empire." 
Governor  after  governor,  each  with  a  different  title  but  with 
the  same  insatiable  greed  for  spoil,  ruled  bis  little  hour  and 
went  away.  To  each,  in  turn,  it  was  a  private  plum-tree;  he 
shook  the  tree  and  gathered  the  ripe  plums  until  a  stronger 
than  he  came  up  out  of  the  sea  and  chased  him  away.  *  \  ■* 
The  lowest-of-all-down.  the  fellaheen,  had  no  coin,  but  the 
tax-gatherers  were  skilled  to  the  point  of  extracting  blood 
from  a  turnip.  They  did  not  come  down  upon  the  peasant 
at  the  time  of  harvest  and  carry  away  his  crop ;  that  was  an 
old,  unscientific  practice.  They  came  while  his  crop  was 
growing.  If  he  could  not  procure  actual  monev,  they  beat  him  : 
at  their  next  visit,  he  had  the  choice  of  the  frying-pan  or  the 
fire.  He  could  either  sell  his  crop  in  the  field  at  half  value, 
or  he  could  mortgage  it  to  the  money-lender  and  pav  60  per 
cent,  interest.  The  tax  outlaw  and  the  money-lender  were 
usually  in  league  with  one  another — and  the  Shvlock  of  Shakes- 
peare was  a  philanthropic  gentleman  in  comparison  with 
either. 

Starvation  and  slavery  stared  every  working  man  in  the 
face — and  a  more  shameful  fate  waited  at  the  door  of  every 
young  girl.  Emaciated,  naked,  filthy,  the  lower  classes 
huddled  together  in  wretched  huts,  along  with  their  few  bony 
goats  and  chickens  and  curs — a  conglomerate  mass  of  dirt  and 
vermin,  the  absolute  picture  of  wretchedness  and  disease. 

Leaping  over  the  space  of  twenty-five  years  of  British  occu- 
pation, let  us  glance  at  the  Egypt  of  1908.  Its  condition  today 
is  more  than  the  measure  of  Britain's  justification  ;  it  is  the 
measure  of  Lord  Cromer  as  a  builder  and  as  a  man. 

Take  the  state  of  its  finances,  for  instance.  Cromer  intro- 
duced into  Egypt  the  Bank-of-England  kind  of  finance,  as 
opposed  to  the  "high  finance"  of  Ismail. 

The  revenues  of  last  year  were  double  those  of  1882,  in 
spite  of  the  great  reduction  in  taxation  and  the  vast  sums 
expended  in  public  works.  The  Canal  shares  worth  $20,000,- 
000  when  Cromer  landed  are  now  worth  more  than  $150,000.- 
000.  In  1882.  Egypt's  4  per  cent  "unifieds"  were  selling  at 
less  than  50;  now  3  per  cent,  stocks  are  worth  100.  or  more. 
Foreign  capital  no  longer  fears  for  its  safety ;  more  remark  -

THE  Western  Fuel  Company,  which  is  another  name  tcr 
the  coal  trust,  has  reduced  the  price  of  coal  $3  a  ton.  The 
trust  does  this  not  because  of  any  change  of  heart,  but  be- 
cause consumption  was  falling  off  to  an  alarming  extent, 
householders  using  the  cheaper  fuel  of  oil  and  gas.  The  con- 
sumer, clearly,  has  an  effective  weapon  with  which  to  light 
the  rapacious  trusts,  if  he  only  knew  it. 


URITAIN'S  three  hundred  ships  of  war  assembled  in  the 
North  Sea  for  the  annual  naval  maneuvers  is  the  greatest 
fleet  ever  congregated,  but  the  British  people  are  making  no 
particular  fuss  over  the  display.  Germans  lost  control  of 
themselves  at  the  sight  of  sixty-two  German  vessels  gatn- 
ered  together  for  a  similar  purpose,  the  patriotic  fervor  of 
many  of  the  spectators  being  such  as  to  cause  them  to  drop 
senseless. 

Lucky  for  them  that  the  German  fleet  is  not  as  big  as  the 
British,  for  were  it.  the  sight  would  doubtless  cause  these 
emotional  subjects  of  the  Kaiser  to  drop  dead. 


IT  remained  for  the  San  Francisco  "Call"  to  sound  the  first 
discordant  note  in  connection  with  the  visit  of  the  American 
fleet  to  Australia.  Said  our  small-minded  contemporary  in  a 
recent  issue  : 

"The  forthcoming  visit  of  our  fleet  to  Australia  is  making 
the  British  brother  discontented  and  jealous.  He  suspects 
that  we  want  to  poach  on  his  preserves.  The  Australian  gov- 
ernment is  doing  things  in  splendid  style  and  has  voted  $500,- 
000  to  entertain  the  American  officers  and  men.  Contribu- 
tions to  the  private  fund  for  entertainment  will  probably  be 
as  much  more.  No  Hritish  fleet  ever  got  such  a  welcome  in 
Australia.  It  is  true  that  no  British  fleet  of  such  importance, 
magnitude  and  equipment  ever  visited  the  island  continent. 

"The  colonial  frame  of  mind  does  not  please  British  sus- 
ceptibilities, but  the  unpleasantness  will  probably  end  in 
grouch  and  nothing  more.  The  British  naval  budget  is  al- 
ready $175,000,000  a  year,  and  that  figure  comes  prettv  close 
to  the  limit.  The  British  tax  payer  does  not  see  his  way  to 
maintain  a  powerful  fleet  to  protect  the  colonies  in  addition 
to  the  force  that  he  believes  he  requires  in  home  waters." 

Needless  to  say  there  is  no  discontent  or  jealousy  on  the 
part  of  "the  British  brother."    There  is  no  ground  for  any. 

Washington  was  very  desirous  of  having  the  United  States 
fleet  make  the  trip  around  the  world.    This  could  not  be  done 


without  the  use  of  British  ports  and  stations,  and  a  hint  to  the 
British  ambassador  was  all  that  was  necessary  to  bring  about 
the  desired  invitation.  Australia  was  more  than  pleased  to 
fall  in  with  the  program.  The  people  of  that  colony  have  a 
sincere  liking  for  Americans  (not  knowing  the  Spreckels, 
Hearst  and  Jordan  kind)  ;  they  admire  the  American  navy, 
as  they  should,  for  it  is  more  than  creditable  to  so  young 
a  country  and  is  one  of  the  few  honest  institutions  of  whirh 
we  can  boast.  There  was  some  selfish  motive,  too,  as  one  can 
gather  by  reading  Australian  papers.  The  Australians  did 
not  look  for  a  chance  to  make  money  out  of  the  visit,  but  they 
did  recognize  the  opportunity  to  advertise  Australia  to  the 
world. 

It  is  probably  true  that  "no  British  fleet  ever  got  such  a 
welcome  in  Australia,"  but  that  counts  for  nothing.  A  man 
will  go  to  more  fuss  and  expense  in  entertaining  a  stranger 
or  acquaintance  than  he  will  in  entertaining  kis  oven  folks. 
The  Atlantic  fleet  never  got  such  a  welcome  in  home  ports 
as  it  did  on  the  distant  Pacific. 


GREAT  BRITAIN  is  leading  the  nations  a  merry  chase 
in  the  contest  for  naval  supremacy.  '  Endeavoring  to  eatch 
up  with  her  in  quality  of  warships,  at  least,  all  the  first-class 
powers  are  building  imitations  of  the  Dreadnaught.  Having 
allowed  them  to  get  fairly  started  on  their  prodigious  and 
costly  task,  Britain  now  allows  it  to  be  known  that  the  Dread- 
naught  type  of  battleship  is  already  obsolete. 

The  dispatch  says:  "Great  Britain  is  constructing  a  new 
type  of  battleship  that  will  be  able  to  send  the  huge  Dread- 
naught  to  the  bottom  as  easily  as  the  Dreadnaught  can  sink 
the  Russ-Japanese  type  of  ironclad.  The  new  ship  will  be 
called  the  Foudroyant,  and  she  will  cost  $12,500,000,  wnich 
is  $2,250,000  more  than  was  expended  on  the  Dreadnaught. 

"The  new  monster  will  have  no  funnels,  and  will  make  no 
smoke.  Her  engines  will  be  driven  by  gas, .which,  beside 
taking  up  less  room  than  steam  engines,  will  allow  a  greater 
speed.  She  will  be  550  feet  long  and  will  mount  12  great 
13.5  guns,  while  no  other  battleship  now  building  provides 
for  guns  larger  than  12  inch.  These  new  weapons  are  the 
outcome  of  years  of  experimental  work  that  has  been  going 
on  in  the  British  arsenals,  and  when  they  get  into  action  noth- 
ing now  afloat  can  stand  up  against  them. 

"As  the  Foudroyant  will  not  burn  coal,  she  will  be  able  to 
creep  up  closer  to  an  enemy  without  being  detected  than  any 
other  warship  except  a  few  torpedo  boats  can  now  do.  On 
a  dark  night  the  Foudroyant  will  be  able  to  get  among  a 
hostile  fleet  and  put  her  terrific  battery  into  action  before  any 
of  the  enemy  has  had  an  inkling  "of  her  whereabouts.  The 
armor  on  the  Foudroyant  will  be  12  inches  thick,  and  she  will 
have  a  speed  of  23  knots  an  hour." 


THE  brewery  interests  are  alarmed  at  the  spread  of  pro- 
hibition, and  predict  that  unless  checked  it  will  soon  plunge 
them  and  the  country  into  ruin.  A  reign  of  temperance  would 
without  doubt  injure  the  liquor  business,  but  as  to  ruining 
the  country — that  is  hardly  possible.  A  few  industries  .ray 
suffer  extinction,  but  they  will  be  replaced  by  others.  The 
soil  that  produces  grapes  and  hops  will  just  as  well  grow 
oranges  and  potatoes,  or  other  marketable  products. 

The  prohibition  movement  made  insignificant  headway  until 
the  press  withdrew  its  hostility.  And  the  public  prints  ceased 
their  ridicule  and  opposition  when  the  beer  and  whisky  mak- 
ers, combining  to  save  money,  shut  down  on  advertising. 
Time  was  when  every  church  paper  carried  -liquor  advertise 
ments :  such  advertisements  are  rarely  seen  today.  Hence 
the  change  in  the  attitude  of  the  public  opinion  moulders. 

The  liquor  interests  have  made  the  mistake  of  not  getting 
wise  to  the  fact  that  only  the  Lord's  work  is  done  free;  that 
the  devil,  to  get  favor,  or  even  to  be  let  alone,  must  pay,  and 
pay  handsomely.    Poor  devil ! 


THE  BRITISH-CALIFOKNIAN. 


THERE  never  will  be  a  British-American  Alliance  if  it 
is  left  to  Rev.  John  M.  Dean,  a  Baptist  minister  of  Seattle, 
to  settle  the  question. 

The  following  paragraph  is  culled  from  the  Seattle  Times 
of  July  4.  1908.    Tt  speaks  for  itself: 

"King  Edward  of  Britain,  the  British  government,  the 
magazines  and  newspapers  of  that  section,  and  the  King 
County  Republican  delegation  to  the  recent  State  ctnvon- 
tion  at  Spokane  were  denounced  by  Rev.  John  M.  Dean  who 
was  the  orator  of  the  day  at  Lakeside  band  stand  in  Wood- 
land Park,  at  the  temperance  Fourth  of  July  celebration  to- 
day. King  Edward  was  sneeringly  referred  to  as  a  'bright 
and  shining  light.'  The  government  of  England,  the  pastor 
said,  is  an  enemy  to  America  'only  restrained  from  fighting 
because  the  loss  of  Canada  is  feared.'" 


IT  transpires  that  mischievous  Irish  politicians  and  agita- 
tors are  back  of  the  discontent  in  India,  and  are  fostering  a 
movement  in  this  country  to  bring  about  a  revolution  in  India 
ten  years  hence. 

An  eastern  exchange  has  this  to  say  in  the  matter: 

Scotland  Yard  detectives,  aided  by  Pinkerton  men  in  the 
pay  of  the  British  government,  are  working  in  New  York 
on  the  theory  that  an  important  branch  of  the  Indian  revolu- 
tionary movement  is  in  existence  in  that  citv.  Young  Hindoos 
who  come  to  this  country,  for  educational  purposes,  are  being 
closely  watched.  There  are  now  160  of  these  men  in  Amer- 
ican colleges.  Detectives  believed  the  Clan  Na  Gael,  an  Irish 
society,  was  aiding  the  Hindoos.  Investigation  revealed  their 
theory  to  be  a  fact. 

All  the  agents  of  the  Indian  revolutionary  party  who  have 
come  into  contact  with  the  leaders  of  the  Irish  secret  societies 
have  been  advised  to  conduct  their  campaign  along  these  lines: 

To  educate  the  young  men  of  India  in  western  methods  and 
follow  as  closelv  as  possible  the  example  of  Jaoan. 

To  hovcott  all  investments  in  Enelish  securities  or  bushv-s 
enterprises  and  bond  issues  fathered  by  the  British  gove-nment. 

To  hovcott  all  English  manufactured  articles  and  thereby 
cut  down  the  foreign  trade  of  Great  Britain. 

To  instruct  the  East  Indians  in  the  manufacturing  arts  and 
make  them  self-reliant  and  independent  of  British  manufac- 
turers. 

The  Trish  societies  have  practicallv  pledged  themselves  to 
help  the  East  Indians  alone-  these  lines  in  the  belief  that  in 
about  ten  vears  the  300.000.000  of  oeonle  of  India  will  have 
reached  a  statre  of  progress  and  self-reliance  which  will  war- 
rant a  resort  to  force  to  overthrow  British  rule  in  India. 


A  determined  effort  is  now  beine  made  bv  the  oppo- 
nents of  race-track  Gambling  to  have  the  evil  abolished  or  re- 
stricted bv  action  of  the  next  State  Legislature.  This  is  the 
onlv  wav  in  which  a  reform  can  be  effected,  and  we  are  pleased 
to  note  that  the  nroner  stens  are  being  taken  in  time.  MVi 
T7.  TT.  Webb  of  Berkelev,  who  is  President  of  the  "Anti-  Race 
Track  League."  very  properlv  savs  that  each  individual  who 
casts  bis  vote  at  the  coming  election  for  an  Assemblvman  and 
Qtate  Senator  will  be  called  unon  to  decide  whether  or  not 
he  will  sunnort  men  who  are  pledged  to  vote  for  legislation  rro- 
htM+ing  race  track  framblinf*  or  for  men  who  will  vote  against 
said  nronosed  legislation.  The  responsibilitv  is  upon  the  vot- 
ing nublic. 

Witto  the  experience  of  the  last  four  vears  before  them, 
the  officers  of  the  California  Anti-Race  Track  Leaeue  have 
decided  to  be^in  with  the  people  instead  of  waiting  until 
after  the  Legislature  has  convened,  and  adopting  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  Initiative,  let  the  voters  decide  whether  or  not 
thev  wish  this  legislation. 

Thev  ask  of  the  voting  public  this:  "Will  each  one  of 
vou,  the  bor»*»st.  conscientious  voter  and  citizen,  make  it  vour 
personal  business  and  as  a  matter  of  civic  dutv  to  interview 
everv  candidate  for  th<*  Legislature  who  annears  in  vour  com- 
munity and  dernand  froni  him  whether  or  not  he  will  sup- 
port this  particular  legislation,  and  if  he  refuses  to  answer 
•von  or  evades  vour  nnestion  then  do  what  vou  can  -egiti- 
matelv  and  through  finhlicitv  to  defeat  him  at  the  polls?" 


A  correspondent  in  »n  interior  town  writes  us  as  follows: 
"F)o  p  hn>uanit->r'""  act    "l   vrw«r  ncvf  bv  callinf  atten- 

tion to  the  sad  plitdit  of  numbers  of  Indian  coolies — British 
subjects — in  the  Pacific  States.    Being  utterly  unfitted  for 


the  heavy  work  required  of  them  by  the  companies  which 
brought  them  here,  they  are  not  wanted  and  are  let  go  to 
shift  for  themselves.  One  may  daily  see  squads  of  then:  in 
the  interior  towns  passing  to  and  fro  in  search  of  the  work 
which  is  not  to  be  had — without  money  and  having  been 
defrauded  out  of  what  they  originally  had.  Having  little 
knowledge  of  our  language,  unsuitably  clothed,  s  .me  act- 
ually starving,  theirs  is  indeed  a  sorry  plight,  and  wot  thy 
of  being  looked  into. 

"Either  the  companies  that  brought  them  here  should  be 
compelled  to  return  them,  or  their  government  should  be 
made  acquainted  with  their  condition  and  arrange  for  their 
relief.  Failing  this,  their  doom  is  certain  when  winter  comes 
on  again — if  they  survive  hunger  and  exposure  till  then, 
A  word  in  jour  paper  w  ill  perhaps  cause  somebody  to  move 
in  the  matter." 

We  gladly  give  this  letter  space,  and  only  wish  we  could 
be  of  some  practical  help  to  these  unfortunates.  We  have 
noticed  similar  bodies  of  Indian  coolies  walking  aimlessly 
about  the  streets  of  San  Francisco  and  Oakland,  and  have 
been  told  that  many  of  them  were  utterly  destitute  and  suffer- 
ing. They  can  get  no  work,  principally  on  account  of  the 
prejudice  against  their  color. 

If  they  have  been  brought  here  under  any  sort  of  con- 
tract, somebody,  clearly,  is  liable  for  their  care,  or  safe  re- 
turn. If  they  have  been  victimized  and  abandoned,  they 
should  make  their  case  known  to  the  British  Consulate  and 
full  justice  will  be  done  them,  we  arc  sure.  Tn  ins'.ances 
where  these  Indian  coolies  have  been  subjected  to  physical 
ill-treatment,  the  British  Consulate  has  been  prompt  to  act 
and  has  secured  for  them  speedy  redress. 


EMPIRE  DAY  IN  AUSTRALIA. 

From  the  Melbourne  Argus  we  learn  that  Empire  Day 
was  celebrated  with  enthusiasm  in  Yictoria.  "Almost  every 
school  building  in  the  State  was  astir  from  an  early  hour. 
Certainly  every  State  school  was  busy  with  preparations 
for  the  ceremony  of  the  day.  Prompt  to  time  the  children 
were  in  their  places,  true  to  the  spirit  of  the  occasion  the 
teachers  instructed  in  empire  subjects,  and  at  a  given  hour 
the  citizen  outside  and  his  representatives  took  over  the 
young  people,  and  more  deeply  fixed  the  day  in  their  mem- 
ories by  speeches,  sports,  etc. 

"The  flag  was  a  very  general  rallying  point  for  :hc  chil- 
dren. Tt  was  the  rallying  point  for  the  thoughts  of  the  man 
ami  woman  in  the  city.  The  people  wore  strips  of  color  in 
their  coats.  The  children  busily  brandished  their  Union 
Jacks  and  Southern  Crosses  in  the  air.  The  trams,  w  ith  flags 
atop,  ran  through  the  streets  like  carnival  cars.  It  all  helped 
to  introduce  a  tone  of  joyousness  into  the  immediate  atmos- 
phere. It  was  all  an  expression  of  the  State's  affection  for 
tlie  motherland  and  the  empire." 

The  following  cable  message  was  dispatched  by  Mis  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor: 

"I  lis  Majesty,  the  King,  London. 
"T  venture  to  send  this  message  to  Vour  .Majesty.  Two 
Hundred  and  forty  thousand  children  in  Yictoria  declare  that 
they  will  ever  he  loyal  to  the  empire  under  the  flag  which 
represents  liberty  and  justice:  that  they  are  Your  Majesty's 
faithful  subjects,  and  will  fear  God  and  honor  the  King.

LONDON'S  DOCKS. 

The  dock  accommodation  in  the  Thames  includes  640 
acres  of  water  area  with  a  length  of  quay  of  143,000  feet,  of 
which  430  acres  of  water  and  106,000  feet  of  quay  belong 
to  the  London  and  India  Docks  Company,  and  the  wharves 
and  jetties  in  the  river  contribute  another  80,000  feet,  so  that 
in  all  the  quay  accommodation  of  London  amount-,  to  223.- 
000  feet  or  upward  of  forty  miles.  The  nominal  capital 
value  of  the  docks  is  £24,000,000,  but  the  actual  sum  ex- 
pended has  been  some  millions  in  excess  of  the  nominal 
value.  The  capital  value  of  the  320  wharves  may  be  placed 
at  £13,000,000. 

Every  dock  has  more  or  less  its  own  specialty;  thus,  the 
St.  Katherine  clock  deals  largely  in  tea  and  indigo;  the  Lon- 
don docks  specialize  in  wool,  wine,  brandy,  sugar,  metals, 
drugs  and  ivory;  while  at  the  West  India  docks  an  enormous 
amount  of  frozen  meat  from  Australia  and  South  America 
is  received.

MUNICIPAL  OFFICIALS  IN  BRITAIN. 

Editor  of  the  British  California!!,  Dear  Sir  :  In  your  June  issue 
you  quote  from  the  Wall  Street  Journal  in  regard  to  Municipal 
Dishonesty  in  Great  Britain.  American  misconceptions  and 
misrepresentations  of  things  British  are  so  common,  that  it 
would  be  somewhat  of  a  surprise  to  read  anything  with  any 
pretensions  to  accuracy  or  fairness  in  an  American  periodical. 
Their  statements,  rarely  dependable,  can  always  be  re-lied 
upon. 

The  above  mentioned  quotation  is  a  good  illustration.  To 
say  that  "the  defalcations  of  a  municipal  official  are  met  by  a 
special  rate  levied  on  the  taxpayers"  is  certainly  news  to  me. 

The  books  of  a  municipality  in  England  are  subject  to  audit 
by  a  Government  Auditor  who  gives  but  short  notice  of  his 
intended  visit,  and  he  has  power  to  surcharge  the  finance  com- 
mittee in  respect  to  any  unnecessary  or  excessive  expenses  in- 
curred by  them  and  paid  out  of  public  funds.  The  result  is 
that  great  care  is  exercised  by  City  Fathers  over  there,  and  no 
check  is  paid  out  unless  signed  by  three  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee  and  the  City  Accountant  or  Treasurer, 
which  reduces  the  possibility  of  misappropriations  to  a 
minimum. 

The  city  officials  and  all  responsible  heads  of  departments 
are  guaranteed  by  some  reliable  Surety  Company,  with  the 
inevitable  consequence  that  should  an  official  or  employe  get 
away  with  the  funds,  the  Surety  Company  will  see  to  it  that 
he  is  taken  care  of  by  the  Government  for  the  full  limit  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

The  real  reason  why  there  are  so  few  instances  of  dis- 
honesty among  city  officials  in  England  is  not  far  to  seek. 
When  a  town  clerk  is  required  for  a  city,  an  advertisement  is 
inserted  in  certain  approved  papers,  stating  duties,  salary,  etc., 
and  the  applications  are  sent  to  a  special  committee  for  con- 
sideration. Invariably  the  applicants  are  men  who  are  char- 
tered accountants,  who  have  been  brought  up  in  municipal 
offices,  and  are  seeking  a  more  remunerative  position.  The 
salary  of  a  town  clerk,  city  accountant,  treasurer,  and  other 
kindred  positions,  is  usually  a  pretty  good  one,  with  security 
of  tenure  (no  matter  "whatsoever  king  shall  reign"  or  what- 
ever party  has  the  reins)  and  superannuation  after  so  many 
years  service.  Under  such  conditions  it  is  not  difficult  to 
secure  a  very  good  class  of  men  for.  these  positions,  and  not 
have  the  kind  of  men  we  have  had  to  put  up  with  in  San 
Francisco  for  some  years  past.  Our  former  Tax  Collector 
(Smith)  was  a  druggist,  and  probably  knew  as  much  about 
accounts  as  angels  do  of  Swiss  cheese,  yet  he  was  entrusted 
with  the  handling  of  thousands  of  dollars,  and  the  enlightened 
American  public  professed  to  be  greatlv  surprised  when  his 
defalcations  were  exposed.  With  a  fiddler  for  a  Mayor,  and 
such  popularly  elected  scum  as  he  gathered  around  him,  it 
was  not  surprising  that  the  city  went  wrong. 

England  has  nothing  to  learn  from  the  U.  S.  A.  in  regard 
to  Municipal  Government,  but  if  the  Wall  Street  Journal  wants 
to  know  the  truth,  they  should  send  some  one  across  the 
Atlantic  to  get  some  information  at  first  hand.

BRITAIN'S  WORK  IN  EGYPT.

able  yet,  French  capital  or  any  other  capital  is  just  as  safe  in 
Egypt  as  British  capital     The  financiers,  in  all  their  ramifica- 
tions, have  been  handled  in  a  masterly  way — and  in  an  honest 
way. 

Land  values  have  advanced  1000  per  cent  during  the  same 
period.  The  extraordinary  rise  is  due  in  part  tc  the  great 
Assouan  dam.  and  other  works  of  irrigation;  but  it  is  also 
largely  due  lo  the  fact  that  Cromer  made  it  possible  for  a  man 
to  till  the  soil  and  eat  the  fruit  of  his  hands.  It  seems  a  great 
thing  to  read  of  the  thousands  of  acres  that  have  been  added 
to  Egypt's  agricultural  area  by  the  reclamation  works;  it  is 
a  vastly  more  important  achievement  that  he  has  wrought 
in  the  conditions  of  life  surrounding  the  fellaheen.  No  effort 
was  made  to  be  spectacular  in  this  constructive  work  ;  the 
foundations  were  laid  gradually  and  securely.  The  organiza- 
tion of  the  Agricultural  Bank  is  a  fair  sample  of  Britain's 
creative  work.  It  lends  money  to  the  fellaheen  at  reasonable 
interest,  the  principal  to  be  repaid  in  installments.  Sir  Eldon 
Gorst  says  that  the  total  annual  payment  of  principal  and 
interest  is  less  than  the  usurers  formerly  charged  for  interest 
alone. 


No  one  now  has  any  apprehension  about  the  efficiency  of 
the  native  army  with  its  British  officers.  They  garrison  the 
outposts  all  the  way  up  into  the  Soudan. 

Britain's  work  for  education  is  less  spectacular  in  results, 
but  none  the  less  revolutionary.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  this  is  a  Mohammedan  land,  and  that  the  Western  idea  of 
education  is  a  new  proposition.  The  school  girl,  for  instance, 
was  formerly  an  unknown — almost  an  unthinkable — quan- 
tity; now  there  are  certainly  more  than  10,000  girls  in  Egyp- 
tian schools.  The  new  movement  is  ony  begun,  for  it  is  Lord 
Cromer's  conviction  that  Egypt's  great  need  is  for  agricultural 
and  trade  schools.  It  is  a  remarkable  fact  in  connection  with 
all  his  educational  work  that  Lord  Cromer  has  insisted  that 
the  pupils  are  not  to  be  taught  the  English  language.  All 
primary  instruction  is  given  in  their  native  tongue. 

At  Khartum,  on  the  banks  of  the  Nile,  stands  Gordon  Me- 
morial College — the  university  of  today  and  tomorrow.  When 
the  news  reached  Great  Britain  that  Kitchener  had  avenged 
Gordon,  London  overflowed  into  Trafalgar  Square  and  buried 
the  hero's  statute  in  flowers.  Then  came  an  appeal  from  the 
avenger  that  a  great  training  school  be  established  on  the 
spot  where  Gordon  fell.  The  response  was  instantaneous. 
In  1898,  Khartum  was  the  stronghold  of  the  Mahdi's  succes- 
sor. Now,  in  ten  years,  it  has  a  college  with  three  depart- 
ments:  (1)  a  normal  school,  training  young  men  to  become 
teachers  and  judges;  (2)  a  primary  school  for  a  larger  num- 
ber of  pupils,  most  of  whom  will  eventually  hold  government 
positions;  (3)  a  manual  training  department  which  will  fur- 
nish the  land  with  its  much-needed  artisans.  The  plan  of 
Lord  Cromer,  which  has  his  successor's  earnest  support,  pro- 
vides for  the  establishment  of  similar  schools  in  many  parts 
of  Egypt. — Edgar  Allen  Forbes,  in  the  "World's  Work." 


CHINA  AWAKENING. 

According  to  the  Board  of  Trade  Journal,  the  Registrar  of 
Imports  and  Exports  at  Singapore  (Mr.  A.  Stuart)  reports 
that  a  new  steamship  company,  with  a  capital  of  3,000,000 
ticals  ( about  $1,125,000)  is  being  organized  by  Chinese  and 
Siamese  merchants  with  the  object  of  entering  the  carrying 
trade  between  Bangkok,  Singapore  and  Hong  Kong  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  North  German  Lloyd,  who  have  recentlv  come  to 
an  agreement  with  the  Japanese  owners  of  the  vessels  on  the 
Bangkok,  Hong  Kong  and  Swatow  service.  As  the  pro- 
moters include  several  large  rice  merchants  who  have  usuallv 
done  a  chartering  business  on  their  own  account,  the  com- 
pany's success,  says  Mr.  Stuart,  seems  to  be  assured.  Mean- 
time six  vessels  will  be  chartered  and  new  boats  built  in  Great 
Britain. 


NEARLY  ALL  PRESIDENTS  OF  BRITISH  BLOOD. 

Twenty-five  men  have  served  as  President  of  the  United 
States  ;  twenty-six  as  Vice-President.  As  eight  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents  subsequently  held  the  higher  office,  the  total  num- 
ber of  men  who  have  been  President  or  Vice-President  is  forty- 
three.  The  forty-three  are  classified  below  by  the  nationality 
of  their  forefathers.  It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that,  saving  the 
two  New  Yorkers  of  Dutch  blood,  Roosevelt  and  Van  Buren, 
every  incumbent  has  been  of  British  race.  We  have  not  yet 
had  a  German-American  chief  magistrate,  and  the  day  of  our 
first  Italian  or  Slavonic  President  is  probably  still  far  distant.

WHEN  THE  KING  TRAVELS. 

Whereas  some  Continental  Sovereigns  have  had  railway 
coaches  built  for  them' at  the  expense  of  the  State  or  of  their 
privy  purse,  the  Royal  trains  provided  by  English  companies 
have  been  constructed  at  the  companies'  own  expense.  They 
then  remain  the  railway's  property,  the  members  of  the 
Royal  Family  paying  their  fares  like  ordinary  passengers, 
with  merely  the  usual  charge  for  a  special  train.  The  most 
elaborate  precautions  are  taken  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the 
King's  train,  a  pilot  engine  running  fifteen  minutes  in  ad- 
vance throughout  the  entire  journey.  The  train  itself  con- 
tains a  saloon  designed  for  His  Majesty,  with  a  smoking- 
room,  a  day  saloon,  a  bedroom  and  dressing-room,  all 
equipped  with  handsome  furniture.

British  News  in  Brief 


The  new  A*hglo-American  Club,  London,  was  recently 
opened  by  the  Countess  of  Strafford. 

Fifteen  thousand  women  inarched  in  a  recent  suffragists 
parade  in  London. 

The  women  of  New  Brunswick  are  asking  the  Provincial 
Legislature  for  the  franchise  in  provincial  affairs. 

The  India  Government  School  of  Art  in  Calcutta  recently 
held  its  first  exhibition  of  ancient  and  modern  Oriental  paint- 
ings. 

In  the  recent  Ontario  elections  the  Conservatives  won  a 
sweeping-  victory,  the  Whitney  government  being  returned 
to  power  with  a  majority  of  seventy  in  the  legislature. 

There  is  talk  of  the  leading  English  railways  amalgamat- 
ing in  the  interest  of  economy.  The  lines  concerned  repre- 
sent a  capital  of  £140,000,000. 

Three  Rivers,  the  ancient  Quebec  city  founded  in  1C34,  has 
been  wiped  out  by  fire.  Three  hundred  buildings  valued  at 
$2,000,000  have  been  destroyed  and  the  homes  of  nearly  1000 
citizens  lost. 

The  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells  has  received  through  Sir 
Henry  Harben  an  anonymous  offer  of  £2500,  on  condition 
that  he  raises  by  October  £2500  in  addition  to  the  outstand- 
ing promises  made  to  him,  to  complete  the  purchase  price 
of  £30,000  given  for  Glastonbury  Abbey. 

King  Edward  will  open  the  Olympic  games  at  London 
on  the  13th  ir.st.  Every  country  on  the  globe  will  be  rep- 
resented by  its  best  athletes.  The  initial  event  will  be  a 
grand  parade  of  all  the  participants,  this  being  the  ancient 
Greek  custom. 

In  restoring  the  parish  church  at  Fordington,  England, 
there  was  found  a  slab  of  Purbeck  marble  with  a  Roman 
inscription  on  it  that  is  supposed  to  be  part  of  the  tombstone 
of  Arisiobulus,  the  first  recorded  apostle  to  Britain  and  said 
to  have  been  one  of  the  seventy  ordained  by  Christ. 

The  Dominion  House  of  Commons  has  unanimously  passed 
the  following  resolution:  "The  government  should,  on  ac- 
count of  the  rapid  development  of  Western  Canada  and  the 
continued  inadequacy  of  the  existing  transportation  facilities, 
take  early  action  toward  the  construction  of  a  railway  to 
Fort  Churchill,  on  Hudson  Bay." 

The*  restoration  of  Hexham  Abbey  has  been  carried  on  very 
vigorously,  and  is  almost  completed.  The  transepts  have 
been  restored,  a  new  nave  built,  the  crypt  further  excavated 
and  opened  up,  and  the  treasures  of  the  abbey  more  fully 
displayed.  A  semi-circular  apse  has  recently  been  found  a 
short  distance  below  the  surface  of  the  soil. 

Dispatches  from  Ireland  record  another  split  in  the  Nation- 
alist ranks  over  recent  English  elections.  The  word  went 
forth  from  Mr.  Redmond  that  Irish  votes  were  to  be  given 
to  the  Liberal  candidates.  The  priests,  however,  took  quite 
a  different  view,  owing  to  the  government  education  hill,  and 
they  instructed  their  followers  to  vote  against  the  Liberal 
candidates,  and  therefore  against  home  rule. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  intend  to  pant  a  row  of 
trees  on  each  side  of  its  line  from  Winnipeg  to  Vancouver, 
a  distance  of  about  1500  miles.  These  will  furnish  ties,  poles 
and  wood  for  various  purposes.  Besides  this  use,  it  is  cal- 
culated that  the  trees  will  form  a  wind-break  and  act  as  a 
valuable  barrier  to  the  snowdrifts  which  are  such  a  serious 
problem  on  the  open  prairie. 

Generous  rains  insure  for  Manitoba  phenomenal  crops. 
Farmers  will  be  much  disappointed  if  Sir  Thomas  Shaug- 
nessy's  estimate  of  a  hundred  million  bushels  is  not  well 
within  the  mark.  According  to  government  crop  reports 
there  are  4,800,630  acres  under  crop  in  Manitoba,  the  increase 
under  grain  being  102,260  acres.  There  is  also  an  increase 
of  over  forty  thousand  acres  in  roots. 

Remarkable  expansion  has  taken  place  in  the  Indian  man- 
ganese industry,  statistics  showing  that  while  the  total  quan- 
tity of  manganese  ore  shipped  through  the  Kiddcrpore  Docks 
during  the  whole  of  the  year  1906  was  14,587  tons,  the  ship- 
ments up  to  the  end  of  October  last  year  amounted  to  40,- 
349  tons.  The  Carnegie  Steel  Company  of  Pittsburg  has 
acquired  large  manganese  properties  in  India,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  these  figures  will  be  yet  further  increased. 


The  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  London,  is  erecting  handsome  new  quar- 
ters in  Tottenham  Court  Road. 

Lady  Henry  Somerset  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  2584 
different  petitions  for  woman  suffrage  have  been  sent  to  Par- 
liament. 

Melba  scored  a  big  triumph  at  Covent  Garden  Theater,  Lon- 
don, a  few  days  ago.  The  net  profit  from  the  performance 
was  nearly  £2000.   The  King  and  Queen  were  present. 

Holman  Hunt's  famous  picture,  "The  Light  of  the  World," 
has  been  presented  by  Mr.  Charles  Booth  to  St.  Paul's  Cathe- 
dral, and  will  shortly  be  hung  in  the  nave. 

"Pickwick's  Tree"  at  Dulwich  College  .has  been  cut  down. 
This  was  made  necessary  by  its  decayed  condition.  Under 
this  old  sycamore,  Pickwick  in  his  declining  years  was  wont 
to  rest. 

Quebec  is  putting  up  elaborate  street  decorations  for  the 
tercentenary  celebration  this  month.  The  feature  of  the  dis- 
play is  historical  and  tells  the  history  of  the  city.  The  decora- 
tions arc  seven  miles  long.  Numerous  triumphal  arches  have 
been  erected. 

Andrew  Carnegie  recently  opened  at  Greenock,  Scotland, 
a  James  Watt  memorial  building,  and  unveiled  a  bronze 
statute  of  the  inventor,  the  work  of  Henry  C.  Fehr.  The 
building  and  statute  occupy  the  site  of  the  house  in  which 
Watt  was  born,  and  where  the  traditional  kettle  steamed. 

The  fifth  decennial  conference  of  the  Archbishops  and 
Bishop  of  the  Aglical  Church  throughout  the  world,  known 
as  the  Lambeth  conference,  opened  at  Lambeth  July  C.  The 
meetings  will  continue  until  August  6th.  Resolutions  adopted 
by  the  conference  were  communicated  to  the  churches  in  the 
form  of  an  encyclical  letter.   All  the  meetings  will  be  private. 

For  the  first  time  in  history,  so  it  is  said,  a  Buddhist  -.Mis- 
sion is  to  be  begun  in  England.  A  priest  who  bears  the  name 
of  Bikkhu  Ananda  Metteyya  has  lately  arrived  there  with  a 
considerable  following  and  will  employ  the  next  six  months 
in  spreading  Buddhistic  tenets.  This  man,  it  is  further  stated, 
is  not  a  native  of  India,  but  a  Scotsman  of  the  original  name 
of  Allan  Bennett  Macgregor,  who  started  his  career  as  a 
chemical  assistant  in  London  and  then  went  to  Ceylon,  where 
he  became  fascinated  with  the  creed  of  Buddha. 

A  Scottish  exchange  says  that  some  interesting  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  museum  of  John  Thomson  at  the  ancient 
Hole  i'  the*  Wa'  Inn,  Dumfries,  where  is  probably  one  of  the 
largest  private  collections  of  Burns'  relics  in  -he  country. 
Chief  among  the  new  features  is  the  table  on  which,  in  the 
building  now  occupied  as  the  Commercial  Hotel,  Bonnie 
Prince  Charlie  wrote  his  dispatches  when  he  took  possession 
of  Dumfries  on  the  21st  of  December,  1745,  and  demanded 
£2000  in  money  and  500  pairs  of  shoes  for  his  followers  from 
the  burgh  of  Dumfries. 

According  to  English  papers,  the  recent  birth  of  a  son  and 
heir  to  the  Duke  of  Norfolk  was  treated  as  an  event  of  almost 
national  importance.  The  Duke  of  Norfolk  is  the  premier 
peer  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  birth  of  a  son  insures  the  con- 
tinuance in  the  direct  male  line  of  the  ancient  family  of 
Howard  of  Hereward,  which  stands  next  to  the  blood  royal 
at  the  head  of  the  English  peerage  and  traces  its  descent  back 
to  Saxon  times.  Arundel  Castle,  the  Duke's  stately  Sussex 
home,  dates  from  the  time  of  King  Alfred,  who  mentioned 
it  in  his  will. 

The  Dominion  Central  Committee  of  the  Quebec  Battle- 
fields Association  has  issued  a  statement  as  to  the  present  sit- 
uation with  respect  to  the  movement  to  raise  a  fund  of  $500,- 
000  for  the  reclamation  of  the  two  battlefields  at  Quebec  by 
the  time  of  the  Prince  of  Wales'  visit  on  July  21.  So  far, 
Ontario  and  Quebec  have  subscribed  $100,000  each ;  British 
Columbia  $10,000,  and  New  Brunswick  $7500.  making  a  total 
of  $217,500.  It  is  believed  that  when  the  other  provincial  gov- 
ernments have  been  heard  from  a  quarter  of  a  million  will  be 
the  contribution  of  the  provinces.  News  coming  from  the 
motherland  indicates  that  at  least  .$50,000  will  be  brought  over 
by  the  Prince. 

One  of  the  most  novel  and  ingenious  automatic  musical 
instruments  devised  within  recent  years  is  now  on  exhibition 
in  England.  This  is  the  Mills  automatic  violin  player,  which 
is  a  delicately  constructed  and  remarkably  designed  automatic 
violin,  in  which  the  fingers  of  the  player  are  supplanted  by 
mechanical  agency.  The  instrument  is  the  result  of  several 
years'  experiment  and  scientific  research,  and  although  played 
by  electro-mechanical  agency,  the  rendering  of  the  music  is 
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so  delicate  that  it  is  difficult  to  distinguish  it  from  that  of  a 
master  hand.  The  sweetness  is  remarkable,  as  are  also  the 
harmony  and  volume  of  tone. 

An  order  in  Council  at  Ottawa  was  passed  recently  to  give 
effect  to  the  coasting  laws  of  Canada  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
so  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  American  vessels  in  the  Seattle- 
Skagway  trade  to  call  in  at  Vancouver  and  |:ick  up  goods 
shipped  from  Vancouver  to  Atlin,  Dawson  or  points  in  the 
Yukon.  August  1st  is  the  date  fixed  for  the  order  to  take 
effect. 

The  restoration  of  Bell  Harry  Tower  of  Canterbury  Cathe- 
dral is  now  complete.  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  recently 
held  a  short  service  of  thanksgiving  on  its  summit.  Since 
1904  the  work  has  been  going  on.  Great  judgment  has  been 
shown  in  planning  this  restoration.  In  some  cases,  new  stones 
had  to  be  substituted  for  decayed  ones ;  in  others,  a  preservative 
coating  was  applied.   The  cost  of  restoration  was  £15,000. 

A  remarkable  little  pamphlet,  entitled  "Wake  Up,  Britons," 
by  John  Bull,  Jr.,  contains  a  list  of  "trades,  occupations,  etc.," 
which  are  mostly  in  the  hands  of  the  foreigner  in  London. 
The  list  is  as  follows :  Servants,  waiters,  ice  cream  venders, 
clerks,  sailors,  paupers,  hairdressers,  musicians,  chauffeurs, 
hotel  managers,  mantle  and  costume  manufacturers,  cigarette 
manufacturers,  Gipsies,  ladies'  tailors,  organ  grinders,  bands, 
costermongers,  exhibitions,  photographers,  shirt  manufac- 
turers, asphalt  manufacturers,  match  manufacturers,  post 
card  manufacturers,  picture  frame  manufacturers,  boot  manu- 
facturers and  hops. 

Arrangements  for  the  reception  of  the  American  fleet  in 
New  Zealand  are  approaching  completion.  Wellington  and 
Auckland  will  be  elaborately  decorated.  The  keenest  inter- 
est is  displayed  in  the  approaching  visit.  Parliament  will  ad- 
journ for  ten  days  to  enable  the  members  to  participate  in 
the  welcome.  The  government  will  entertain  from  10,000  to 
15,000  men  daily,  including  the  crews  of  the  British  fleet. 
American  and  British  officers  to  the  number  of  050  will  be 
guests  at  an  official  banquet.  Three  thousand  g.uests  will 
attend  the  state  ball  and  there  will  be  other  entertainments. 
At  the  reception  to  the  officers  the  presentation  of  a  casket 
will  be  made  containing  addresses  to  President  Roosevelt  and 
"  Admiral  Sperry. 

A  grand  naval  and  military  tournament,  including  a  re- 
view of  the  New  South  Wales  troops,  will  take  place  at 
Sydney,  Australia,  on  August  25.  The  visiting  British  and 
American  warships  will  take  part. 

Admiral  Selwin,  a  well-known  authority,  has  asserted  "that 
there  exists  in  the  United  Kingdom  larger  and  more  reliable 
sources  of  shale  oil,  not  petroleum,  than  exists  in  the  United 
States  or  Asiatic  Russia,  and  that  if  the  whole  of  our  snipping, 
naval  and  mercantile,  took  to  burning  oil  fuel,  it  could  be  found 
for  them  within  our  own  country  at  a  far  lower  price,  con- 
sidering its  evaporative  value,  than  could  ever  be  thought 
possible  with  coal."  He  also  stated  "that  this  shale  oil  is 
heavier  than  either  the  American  or  Russian  crude  petroleum, 
and  therefore  better  as  a  fluid  fuel."  The  shale  in  the  South 
of  England  is  said  to  yield  from  60  to  120  gallons  of  heavy 
oil  to  the  ton  and  the  supply  is  inexhaustible.  In  pointing 
out  the  difference  between  light  and  heavy  burning  oil,  Ad- 
miral Selwin  stated  that  the  former  will  evaporate  17  pounds 
of  water  per  pound  of  fuel,  or  two  and  a  half  times  the  value 
of  coal,  while  with  the  heavy  oil  six  times  the  worth  of  coal 
can  be  got. 

Great  interest  is  being  displayed  in  British  iiotorboat  cir- 
cles in  this  year's  contest  for  the  Harmsworth  trophy,  which 
is  to  be  decided  in  Long  Island  Sound  the  1st  of  August,  the 
cup  having  been  won  from  France  last  year  by  the  "Dixie," 
the  representative  of  the  Motor  Boat  Club  of  America.  The 
British  Motor  Yacht  Club  has  issued  its  challenge,  and  the 
first  competitor,  in  which  the  greatest  support  for  English 
supremacy  will  be  centered,  has  already  shown  its  speed  ability 
in  its  first  tests  and  in  the  Monaco  races  last  April.  The  400- 
horse-power  Siddeley-Wolseley  racer  is  England's  sole  rep- 
resentative. Two  days  after  the  American  victory  of  last 
year,  the  Wolseley  Tool  and  Motor  Company  of  Birmingham 
placed  in  hand  the  designs  for  a  1908  challenger. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Victoria  branch  of  the  Navy 
League  (London),  Captain  C.  Phillipps-Wolley,  president  of 
the  branch,  delivered  an  interesting  address,  in  the  course  of 
which  be  remarked  that  Canada's  future  was  inseparable  from 


that  of  the  mother  country,  and  that  thus  it  was  the  duty 
of  Canada  by  every  means  in  her  power  to  assist  in  the  effort 
to  retain  the  command  of  the  sea  for  the  British  Empire. 
Traversing  the  two  oceans  there  was  property  belonging  to 
the  Dominion  valued  approximately  at  .$200,000,000.  But  for 
the  British  Navy  this  would  not  be  safeguarded.  There  were 
no  Canadian  policemen  to  see  that  it  was  allowed  to  go  unmo- 
lested, to  watch  over  it,  to  prevent  the  possible  depredations 
of  foreign  powers. 

As  ati  amplification  or  improvement  upon  the  present  sys- 
tem of  submarine  sound  signaling,  the  invention  of  Mr.  John 
Gardner,  an  English  engineer,  promises  valuable  results.  It 
will  eliminate  the  personal  equation  and  make  the  reception 
of  the  warning  signals  automatic.  The  acuteness  of  hearing 
of  the  individual  will  be  eliminated,  and  the  error  due  to  the 
difference  in  keenness  of  hearing  between  the  ears  of  a  single 
person  will  be  entirely  removed.  Submarine  sound  signals 
have  already  been  successfully  transmitted  over  a  distance  of 
quite  fourteen  miles — sound  traveling  four  times  farther  under 
water  than  through  the  air;  and  this  projecting  of  sound  can 
probably  be  sent  still  farther  by  means  of  sufficiently  powerful 
generators.  By  the  Gardner  system,  the  faintest  sound  wave 
of  the  proper  key  would  be  sufficient  to  agitate  the  resonator 
and  to  cause  the  closing  of  a  relay  circuit  of  power  enough 
to  move  indices  either  in  the  chart  house  or  on  the  bridge, 
and  by  ringing  a  small  bell  give  warning  of  approach  to  the 
range  o;  the  admonitory  signal.

The  review  of  the  book,  to  which  our  correspondent  refers, 
reads  as  follows : 

A  book  of  extraordinary  power,  which,  appealing  first  of  all 
to  modern  England,  must  yet  lay  hold  upon  the  imagination 
of  all  English-speaking  people,  comes  in  the  form  of  a  novel, 
"The  Message,"  by  A.  J.  Dawson.  Handicapped  by  its  own  plan 
of  argument,  for  it  is  a  forecast  of  future  events  and  of  possi- 
bilities which  may  or  may  not  be  realized,  still  further 
weighted  by  its  keen  analysis  of  present  national  conditions 
and  their  tendencies,  by  stern  indictment  of  that  unrest  which 
is  making  for  social  and  political  upheaval,  and  those  habits 
of  self-indulgence  and  pleasure-seeking  which  are  atrophying 
the'national  spirit  and  destroying  patriotic  sentiment,  de- 
manding the  reader's  close  attention  and  deepest  thought, 
this  novel  sweeps  on  majestically  to  climax  and  conclusion, 
making  a  profound  impression  upon  the  mind.

fog  example  of  the  extraordinary  laxity  and  slackness  of  na- 
tional sentiment  which  has  grown  out  of  that  hoasted  British 
tolerance,  hroad-mindedness  and  cosmopolitanism,  and  which 
caused  the  state  to  be  bitterly  warred  against  by  cliques  "and 
parties  anion";  its  own  subjects.  It  was  a  seditious  journal, 
having  no  fixed  policy,  an  influence  making  only  for  evil  and 
disloyalty. 

Pursuing  this  aimless  and  mischievous  career,  Dick  Mordan. 
this  typical  young  Englishman  of  his  class  and  time,  drifting 
about  in  careless  companionship,  has  his  higher  manhood 
aroused  by  the  advent  of  Constance  Grey,  a  beautiful  young 
woman  from  South  Africa,  and  a  writer  of  established  and 
dignified  standing,  who  comes  with  an  introduction  from 
John  Crondall.  Between  the  lines  one  reads  that  Crondall. 
foreseeing  the  dangers  into  which  his  country  is  drifting,  and 
working  with  heart  and  soul  and  fortune  to  avert  them, 
recognizes  in  Mordan  a  man  worthy  of  redemption  to  the 
patriotic  cause,  and  sends  Constance  as  the  unconscious  agent 
who  shall  win  him. 

Then  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  comes  the  crisis.  Ger- 
many, impetuous,  ambitious,  unscrupulous,  splendidly  organ- 
ized, without  warning  hurls  herself  upon  unprepared  England, 
capturing  her  poor  defenses,  destroying  without  quarter  her 
few  heroic  and  determined  defenders,  and  in  a  week's  time  has 
taken  possession  of  the  British  isles  and  exacted  as  indemnity 
from  the  conquered  nation  a  stupendous  sum.  during  whose 
ten  years'  payment  she  shall  remain  the  ruling  power,  and  the 
cession  of  the  British  South  African  possessions,  Egypt, 
Morocco  and  the  Mediterranean  ports.  Plainly  the  author 
makes  it  felt  that  neither  this  crushing  defeat  nor  its  merciless 
exactions  constitute  the  greatest  tragedy,  but  the  awful  apathy 
and  indifference  of  the  English  people  . 

Then  rises  John  Crondall  as  Kngland's  savior,  summoning 
to  him  all  the  best  blood  of  England,  the  cream  of  her  genuine 
aristocracy,  her  best  thinkers,  financiers,  the  backbone  of  her 
working  constituency.  The  new  movement  is  quiet,  unde- 
clared and  undefined.  It  is  initiated  by  two  modest  Canadian 
preachers,  George  Stairs,  Mordan's  old  playmate,  and  a  per- 
son named  Reynolds,  who.  at  the  first  tidings  of  England's 
calamity,  crossed  the  ocean  to  stand  on  her  soil  and  deliver 
the  message  which  has  come  to  them.  The  first  great  meeting 
is  in  Albert  Hall,  and  these  two  plain  men.  in  their  simplicity, 
their  tremendous  earnestness,  awaken  the  great  audience  to 
a  great  purpose.  The  account  of  this  meeting  is,  perhaps, 
the  very  finest  incident  and  certainly  the  most  inspiring  of  the 
book.  The  message  is  Duty.  They  hold  meetings  through- 
out the  country,  and  in  their  wake  everywhere  follow  John 
Crondall  and  his  co-workers,  quietly  organizing  a  great 
league,  which  has  only  the  title,  "The  Citizens."  which  pro- 
claims no  purpose,  suggests  no  warlike  demonstrations,  and 
whose  watchword  is  simply  "For  God,  Our  Race  and  Duty." 
Quietly  the  people  are  enrolled,  three  millions  and  a  half  in 
active  membership,  fifty  millions  in  silent  sympathy.  Quietly 
all  are  awakened  to  the  fact  that  the  national  existence  is  at 
stake.  Silently  their  clansmen  rally  from  across  seas.  Stu- 
pidly Germany  views  the  movement  as  one  of  purely  social 
meaning.  And  then,  like  the  lightning's  flash,  the  blow  is 
struck  that  is  to  give  England  her  freedom  once  more,  and 
secure  to  the  English  people  a  new  and  lasting  era  of  national 
development  and  prosperity. 

A  pretty  love  story  runs  its  course  through  the  book  and 
adds  to  its  attraction  ;  but  what  makes  it  best  worth  reading 
is  its  splendid  appeal  to  national  feeling,  which  may  well  stir 
the  blood  of  other  races.

MYSTERIOUS  NOISES. 

Many  mysterious  noises,  which  have  been  a  source  of  no 
small  terror  to  the  supcrstitiously  inclined,  are  clue  to  meteoro- 
logical or  other  natural  causes,  says  a  writer.  This  is  no 
doubt  true  in  certain  cases  where  even  science  has  hitherto 
failed  to  discover  a  satisfactory  explanation.  For  instance, 
there  is  the  strange  phenomenon  of  the  so-called  "guns  of  Bur- 
risaul,"  in  India. 

Burrisaul  is  a  station  in  the  Sunderbunds,  the  marshy  delta  of 
the  Ganges,  a  region  covered  with  a  vast  and  luxuriant  jungle 
of  tropic  vegetation.  Here,  in  the  rainy  season,  there  is  occa- 
sionally heard  a  loud,  booming  noise  like  the  discharge  of  dis- 
tant artillery.  It  seems  to  come  from  the  south,  but  if  one 
follows  the  sound  in  that  direction  its  apparent  distance  does 
not  diminish.  Travelers  have  suggested  that  it  may  be  pro- 
duced by  the  heavy  surf  of  the  monsoon  season  thundering  on 
the  shores  of  the  Bay  of  Bengal,  or  on  an  island  :  but  the 
place  of  its  origin  has  never  been  identified,  nor  has  it  been 
explained  why  the  roar  of  the  waves  should  be  heard  so  much 
farther  inland  here  than  on  other  coasts. 

It  is  certain  that  sound  sometimes  travels  to  distances  be- 
yond its  usual  range.  An  interesting  case  is  recorded  on  the 
authority  of  the  late  Sir  Edmund  Head,  who  remembered, 
when  a  boy,  going  to  church  on  "Waterloo  Sunday,"  June  18, 
1815,  at  Hythe,  in  Kent.  His  father  and  he.  on  arriving  at 
church  at  eleven  o'clock,  found,  to  their  surprise,  the  congre- 
gation outside,  listening  intently  to  a  faint  sound  as  of  dis- 
tant cannon  coming  from  the  east.  It  was  undoubtedly  the 
booming  of  Napoleon's  guns  at  Waterloo,  the  massed  batteries 
of  the  French  having  opened  fire  upon  Wellington's  "thin  red 
line"  at  precisely  that  hour. 

Early  travelers  in  the  vast  forest  region  of  Brazil — which  is 
still  one  of  the  least-known  portions  of  the  habitable  world — 
were  awed  and  astonished  to  hear  the  distant  resonant  sound  of 
a  bell  pealing  from  the  depths  of  the  woods,  which  certainly  had 
no  church,  and  for  ages  had  known  no  human  footstep.  Many 
a  legend  was  woven  round  the  strange  voice  of  the  forestos  ; 
but  later  it  was  discovered  to  be  the  note  of  the  bell-bird. 


THE  DISCOVERER  OF  MAUVE. 

Today  gigantic  industries  exist  because  a  little  more  than 
fifty  years  ago  an  English  boy,  named  William  Henry  I'erkin. 
with  a  strong  bent  for  chemistry,  spent  his  Easter  vacation  in 
experimenting  with  anilin.  Anilin  was  at  that  time  only  a 
chemical  curiosity  prepared  from  indigo.  Young  I'erkin 
thought  that  he  could  make  an  artificial  quinin,  and  it  was 
for  this  purpose  that  he  was  testing  one  substance  after 
another.  From  anilin  he  got  a  black,  unpleasant-looking  sub 
stance  which  was  neither  quinin  nor  anything  else  that  seemed 
worth  while.  Most  youthful  chemists  would  have  thrown  il 
away  at  once.  Young  Perkin,  however,  had  an  inquiring 
mind,  and  before  he  had  finished  with  his  black,  nameless 
lump  he  found  that  it  contained  an  exquisite  dye.  to  which  he 
gave  the  name  "mauve." 

The  discovery  made  by  Perkin  created  an  entirely  new 
industry,  besides  giving  to  the  world  thousands  of  the  purest 
dyestuffs  of  every  color  and  shade  of  the  rainbow.  Today 
the  French  and  Germans  are  still  eagerly  developing  the  possi- 
bilities revealed  by  Perkin. 


A  SHORT  BUT  EFFECTIVE  SERMON. 

Dean  Swift  on  one  occasion  delivered  a  charity  sermon, 
eloquent  and  impressive,  but  so  long  that  it  tired  many  of  his 
hearers  and  so  hurt  the  contribution.  As  he  was  to  deliver  an- 
other shortly  afterward  in  another  church,  the  local  authorities 
were  apprehensive  of  disastrous  results,  and  dropped  hints  to 
the  effect  that  if  the  sermon  were  too  long  the  amount  of  the 
collection  might  suffer.    Dean  Swift  merely  smiled  and  said  : 

"I  won't  tire  them  this  time." 

Ascending  the  pulpit,  he  looked  down  upon  a  crowded  con- 
gregation eager  to  hear  the  famous  wit  and  preacher,  and 
announced  his  text — "He  that  giveth  to  the  poor  lendeth  to 
the  Lord." 

"Now,  my  friends,"  he  began,  "you  have  heard  the  terms  of 
the  loan.  If  you  are  satisfied  with  the  securitv,  down  with 
the  dust !"' 

Then  he  turned  and  descended  the  pulpit  without  another 
word.  The  congregation  saw  the  point,  and  the  collection 
was  a  phenomenal  one. 


A  well-known  Scottish  architect  was  traveling  in  Pales- 
tine recently,  when  news  reached  him  of  an  addition  to  his 
family  circle.  The  happy  father  immediately  provided  him- 
self with  some  water  from  the  Jordan  to  carry  home  for  the 
christening  of  the  infant,  and  returned  to  Scotland.  On  the 
Sunday  appointed  for  the  ceremony  he  duly  presented  himself 
at  the  church,  and  sought  out  the  beadle,  in  order  to  hand 
over  the  precious  water  to  his  care.  He  pulled  the  flask  from 
his  pocket,  but  the  beadle  held  up  a  warning  hand  and  came 
nearer  to  whisper : 

"No'  the  noo,  sir,"  he  said  ;  "no'  the  noo.  Maybe  after  the 
kirk's  oot !"

A  GREAT  BANK  OF  OLD. 

Under  the  heading,  "The  Oldest  Bank  in  the  World,"  an 
interesting  account  is  given  in  a  recent  issue  of  a  popular 
London  weekly  paper  of  the  commercial  operations  of  a  great 
banking  firm  in  ancient  Nineveh.  It  seems  that  among  the 
discoveries  made  during  recent  excavations  were  the  remains 
of  a  "kind  of  Public  Record  Office  attached  to  the  Palace  and 
Temple,"  where  all  such  documents  as  contracts,  deeds  of 
partnership,  marriage  settlements,  etc.,  were  deposited.  These 
throw  an  intimate  light  on  the  common  life  of  those  times. 

The  house  of  Egidu,  the  banking  firm  in  question,  flourished 
at  a  date  computed  at  about  twenty-three  centuries  B.  C.  Its 
founder  was  a  farmer  and  grazier,  and  supplied  meat  and  corn 
to  the  army  and  to  the  city  of  Nineveh.  He  grew  very  rich, 
and  was  appointed  Tax  Collector  for  the  provinces  of  Upper 
and  Lower  Chaldaea.  The  records  discovered  show  the 
transactions  of  the  house  during  five  generations  from  father 
to  son.  Mesopotamia  at  that  time  supported  an  immense 
population,  but  so  carefully  was  the  land  cultivated,  and  on 
such  a  magnificent  scale  was  the  system  of  irrigation,  that  far 
more  wheat  was  produced  than  was  needed1  for  home  con- 
sumption. Two  crops  a  year  were  had,  and  the  yield  of  wheat 
was  said  to  be  as  much  as  two  hundred  for  one.  Assyria  be- 
came the  granary  of  the  East. 

The  firm  of  Egidu  sent  their  ships,  laden  not  only  with 
wheat,  but  with  wool,  hides,  timber,  gums,  copper,  iron,  steel 
and  manufactured  goods  of  many  kinds  also,  down  the  Tigris 
to  the  Persian  Gulf,  and  thence  to  Persia,  Egypt,  Africa,  India

and  Ceylon.  The  records  show  that  their  commerce  extended 
right  down  to  South  Africa,  whence  they  brought  back  the 
gold  to  Nineveh  with  which  the  temples  and  palaces  were  so 
richly  decorated.  Other  imports  included  turquoise  from 
Arabia,  feathers,  skins  and  ivory  from  Africa,  sandalwood, 
silk  and  carpets  from  the  East.  They  also  loaned  money 
upon  land,  crops  and  mortgage;  also  to  the  government  on 
occasions.  And  now  their  day-books  and  ledgers  repose  in 
the  British  Museum,  at  least  forty-three  centuries  after  they 
were  filled  and  filed  away. 


For  the  past  two  years  the  construction  of  a  military  air- 
ship has  secretly  been  in  progress  and  it  is  possible  that  within 
the  next  month  Aldershot  will  see  the  first  of  the  British  aero 
fleet  floating  over  the  parade  grounds.  It  is  believed  that  the 
new  airship  will  approximate  the  type  of  La  Patrie,  the  French 
military  balloon.  It  will  be  named  for  King  Edward,  who  re- 
cently inspected  it.

To 
each  of  my  other  daughters,  as  a  slight  recompense  for  the 
attention  they  have  paid  me  during  my  declining  years  (lively 
satisfaction)  I  give  a  photograph  of  myself  (collapse).  I  feel 
sure  their  kindnesses  were  never  rendered  with  a  view  to  any 
ulterior  advantage,  and  I  have  accepted  them  in  that  spirit. 
It  is  my  wish  that  my  daughters  shall  continue  to  reside  in 
the  house  wherein  they  have  so  long  resided  with  me  (sobbing 
ceases),  and  I  would  therefore  advise  them  to  go  on  paying 
the  rent  (sobbing  worse  than  ever).

After  being  under  water  for  years  the  bell 
was  salved  and  now,  strangely  enough,  is  employed  to  inform 
underwriters  that  something  has  been  heard  of  one  of  those 
ships  which  by  their  protracted  passages  are  causing  uneasi- 
ness. 

Not  every  ship  that  is  on  the  overdue  market  is  announced 
in  this  manner.  It  is  only  when  an  underwriter  has  expressed 
to  the  committee  his  desire  for  immediate  information  in 
respect  to  this  or  that  overdue  vessel  that  the  note  of  the  old 
black  bell  rings  through  the  rooms.

\\  hatever  the  far  future  may  hold  of  chance,  tew  Canadian 
statesmen  today  see  "separation"  upon  their  horizon.  Rather 
is  a  closer  union  to  be  encouraged  and  anticipated,  where  we 
shall  bear  our  fair  share  of  the  burden  of  empire  and  the  pro- 
tection of  our  commerce.  .  .  Our  ideal  and  our  hope  is  that 
there  will  be  a  continuous  drawing  together  of  the  two  great 
kindred  powers  till  Canada  shall  be  a  happy  member  of  an 
alliance  that  can  speak  peace  to  the  world.

American  Protectionists  are  wrathful  because  English  firms 
and  engineers  get  so  many  American  jobs.  They  complain 
that  Englishmen  took  the  leading  part  in  building  the  tunnels 
which  connect  New  York  and  Xew  [ersey,  and  now  it  is 
understood  that  Messrs.  S.  Pearson  &  Son  (Ltd.)  will  get  the 
contract  for  boring  an  enormous  syphon  under  the  Walkill 
River,  in  the  Catskills,  which  is  to  form  a  four-mile  link  in  the 
city's  Catskill  water  system.  The  company's  bid  was  the 
lowest  of  the  four  received.  British  engineering  firms  can 
carry  out  certain  forms  of  work  better  than  any  others  in  the 
world,  and  America  has  been  forced  to  recognize  the  fact. — 
"National." 


FACTS  WORTH  KNOWING. 

The  time-honored  carrier  pigeon  that  has  done  service  for 
so  many  years  for  the  British  Admiralty  has  been  displaced 
by  Marconi  wireless  telegraphy. 

The  little  Irish  cottage  in  w  hich  the  late  President  McKin- 
ley's  grandfather  was  born  is  on  exhibition  at  the  Franco- 
Iiritish  Exposition  in  London,  whither  it  was  brought  from 
Dervock,  County  Antrim. 

The  oldest  building  in  England  that  has  been  uninterrupt- 
edly used  for  church  purposes  is  St.  Martin's  Cathedral  at 
Canterbury.  The  building  was  originally  erected  for  a  church, 
and  has  been  regularly  used  as  a  place  for  religious  gatherings 
for  more  than  1,500  years. 

The  spire  of  the  French  Cathedral  at  St.  Heliers,  Jersey, 
300  feet  high,  has  been  climbed  by  Mr.  Larkins,  the  London 
steeplejack,  the  object  being  to  secure  the  granite  fleur-de-lys, 
weighing  a  ton,  which  was  split  in  halves  by  lightning. 

Mr.  Cunynghame,  a  British  Government  expert  on  factories 
and  labor  has  reported  that  the  British  workmen  excel  German 
workmen  in  ingenuity  and  skill.  It  is  amusing,  he  says,  in 
going  about  Germany  to  hear  workmen  admitting  that  they 
"learnt  all  this  from  Sheffield." 

The  first  lead-pencil  was  made  in  England  almost  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  years  ago.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was  not  a  lead- 
pencil  at  all,  but  a  graphite  pencil,  like  those  we  use  today, 
but  which  we  still  persist  in  calling  lead-pencils.  Graphite 
was  discovered  in  England  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, and  hardly  were  the  mines  in  operation  than  the  idea  of 
making  pencils  was  conceived. 

In  districts  of  Australia  the  horse  is  shod  with  leather  in- 
stead of  iron.  The  feet  receive  better  support.  This  novelty  is 
employed  only  in  regions  where  the  ground  is  permanently 
covered  with  grass  or  fine  sand.  In  a  country  like  Australia, 
where  stocks  are  sometimes  scarce  and  a  horseman  may  ex- 
perience great  difficulty  at  a  critical  moment  in  finding  a  horse- 
shoe, such  an  innovation  is  a  useful  novelty.  With  extra 
shoes  whose  weight  is  a  trifle,  and  which  can  be  fitted  without 
trouble,  it  is  practicable  to  travel  without  fear  of  the  horse 
losing  its  shoe  and  being  injured.  Though  the  leather  shoe 
is  more  expensive  than  the  iron  shoe,  the  higher  price  is  repaid 
by  the  advantages  gained. 

A  new  adjustable  gangway,  recently  invented,  is  now  in  oper- 
ation at  the  English  port  of  Dover.  When  a  large  vessel  at 
high  tide  is  towering  high  above  the  quay,  boarding  and  leav- 
ing the  liner  is  accomplished  with  an  entire  absence  of  climb- 
ing or  toiling  up  a  heavy  incline.  The  apparatus  consists 
of  a  light  lattice  girder  steel  telescopic  tower,  mounted  on  a 
six-wheeled  trolley,  which  either  can  be  adapted  to  run  upon 
the  railroad  running  parallel  with  the  edge  of  the  wharf,  or 
fitted  w  ith  a  broad  wheel  to  run  upon  the  road.  Within  this 
tower  is  an  adjustable  platform  giving  access  to  the  short 
gangway  leading  to  the  deck  of  the  vessel. 

This  present  summer  will  see  in  bloom  the  only  flower 
clock  in  England.  This  quaint  timepiece  is  located  in  Brid- 
lington. The  clock  was  started  going  with  much  ceremony, 
about  a  year  ago,  by  the  Mayoress  of  Bridlington  and  has 
since  been  one  of  the  main  attractions  of  that  old  town.  The 
clock  is  laid  out  on  an  expansive  grass  lawn.  About  10,000 
plants  are  used  to  represent  the  dial.  The  hands,  which  are 
made  of  zinc,  are  tray-shaped,  filled  with  soil  and  contain 
plants  known  to  botanists  as  echeveria  secundaglanca  and 
alternanthera  amoena. 

The  dial  is  twelve  feet  in  diameter  and  is  set  in  a  circular 
bed  nineteen  feet  wide.  The  dial  numbers  are  indicated  by 
Pyrethrum,  golden  ball  and  alternanthera  amoena.  The  min- 
utes are  marked  off  by  means  of  another  genus  of  plants  and 
even-  fifth  minute  by  still  another  variety.

Since  Mr.  Hutchinson  was  appointed  to  the 
Vice-Consulate  at  San  Diego  some  months  ago. 
British  interests    have    received    a  stimulus. 

Recognizing  the  need  of  an  organized  body 
to  deal  with  the  cases  of  distress  among 
British  subjects,  Mr.  Hutchinson  enlisted  the 
interest  of  Mr.  George  Holmes  of  the  Coronado 
Company  and  a  few  other  energetic  and  in- 
fluential residents,  and  together  they  worked 
out  a  plan  for  the  formation  of  a  British 
Benevolent  Society.  This  society  has  just 
come  into  formal  existence  and  is  receiving 
generous  support  and  is  doing  a  great  deal  of

Passengers  mak- 
ing their  first  trip  in  the  vessel  were  so  pleas- 
antly surprised  at  the  absence  of  vibration  that 
they  decided  to  publicly  portest-  against  the 
malicious  criticism  of  the  comfort  of  the  vessel. 
As  chairman  of  the  ship's  concert  Mr.  Uter- 
myer  put  the  resolution  to  two  hundred  and 
fifty  passengers  present  and  it  was  carried 
unanimously.  It  was  resolved  to  send  a  copy 
of  the  resolution  to  the  company  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  traveling  public.

SOME  LONDON  STATISTICS. 

In  London  county  proper  there  are  35.000 
people  born  in  Wales,  56.000  natives  of  Scot- 
land and  60,000  of  Ireland.  There  are  40,000 
natives  of  Russia  and  Poland,  27,000  of  Ger- 
many, 11.000  of  France,  10,000  of  Italy,  6000 
of  Austria,  4000  of  Switzerland,  4000  of  Hol- 
land and  upward  of  6000  natives  of  the  United 
States. 

To  convey  Londoners  from  place  to  place, 
and  their  goods  and  their  messages  an  army 
of  250,000  men  and  women  is  employed. 

The  total  rental  of  London  land  and  houses 
is  £50.000,000  a  year;  £20,000,000  of  this  Is  the 
rental  value  of  the  site — consisting  largely  of 
Thames-side  marshland.  In  addition  to  rental 
value  there  are  the  rates  to  be  considered, 
amounting  to  about  £14,000,000,  apart  from 
water.  So  that  the  cost  of  living  in  London 
is  £64,000,000.  The  salable  value  of  the  prop- 
erty at  the  present  day  would  be  more  than 
£750.000,000.  Thirty-five  years  ago  it  would 
have  been  less  than  half  this  amount.  So  that 
London  increases  in  value  at  the  rate  of  £12,- 
000,000  a  year. 

In  the  city  of  London  alone  the  ratable 
value  in  1801  was  £760  per  acre  per  annum. 
Today  it  is  about  £8000  per  acre  per  annum. 

Property  worth  £20,000,000  is  administered 
by  the  city  companies.  Their  income  at  pres- 
ent is  about  £1,000,000  a  year. 


A  HARD  MIT. 

Martin  W.  Littleton,  the  eminent  New  York 
lawyer,  is  noted  for  his  trenchant  wit. 

"At  the  beginning  of  his  career,"  said  an 
Albany  judge  the  other  day,  "Littleton  had  an 
elderly,  prosy,  long-winded  lawyer  for  an  op- 
ponent in  an  assault  ease.

THISTLE  CLUB'S  BIG  SUCCESS. 

The  twenty-seventh  annual  gathering  and 
games  of  the  San  Francisco  Scottish  Thistle 
Club,  held  at  Shell  Mound  Park  on  July  4th, 
was  an  immense  success.  By  noon  the  spa- 
cious grounds  were  well  filled  and  by  evening 
twelve  thousand  persons  had  passed  through 
the  gates. 

A  splendid  program  of  athletic  events  and 
sports  held  the  interest  of  the  greater  number 
of  the  holiday  makers;  the  remainder  finding 
amusement  in  the  large  dance  pavilion  and 
among  the  various  attractions  on  the  grounds. 
The  picturesque  Highland  costume  was  much 
in  evidence;  there  were  scores  of  Irish  dancing 
girls  dressed  in  green  and  white,  and  a  liberal 
sprinkling  of  Uncle  Sam's  sailor  boys  in  dress 
uniform — the  ensemble  forming  a  picture  as 
striking  as  it  was  unusual. 

Of  exciting  moments  during  the  athletic 
contests  there  were  many,  as  can  be  imagined 
when  it  is  stated  that  the  best  athletes  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  congregate  at  the  Thistle  Club's 
gatherings  to  exhibit  their  prowess  and  skill. 
One  of  the  most  popular  events,  however,  was 
a  tug  of  war  between  teams  from  the  Ameri- 
can battleships  Kansas  and  West  Virginia. 
The  Kansas  men  won  in  the  third  and  decid- 
ing pull  and  were  given  an  ovation.  The  prize 
was  a  handsome  silver  cup,  beautifully  de- 
signed in  the  shape  of  a  Scottish  thistle,  and 
had  been  specially  made  for  the  Club  by  Mr. 
John  O.  Bellis,  the  well  known  silversmith  of 
San  Francisco.  Chief  David  Girdwood  made 
the  presentation  to  the  successful  team  from 
the  platform,  and  the  captain  of  the  team  re- 
sponded by  saying  that  the  trophy  would  al- 
ways be  treasured  for  its  worth  and  for  its 
association  with  a  happy  day  spent  with  the 
Scotsmen  of  San  Francisco. 

There  were  thirty-four  events  in  all,  and 
each  was  well  contested.  A  full  list  of  the 
winners  has  appeared  in  all  the  daily  papers. 
The  Club  gave  $3000  in  money  prizes  and 
medals,  so  that  those  who  provided  the  en- 
tertainment for  the  assembled  thousands  were 
well  rewarded  for  their  efforts.  Each  of  the 
dancing  boys  and  girls  was  given  a  money 
prize. 

It  is  of  particular  interest  to  note  that 
Robert  Howden  won  the  two-mile  race,  one 
of  the  most  trying  of  the  competitions,  and 
was  therefore  awarded  the  solid  silver  cup 
specially  offered  for  this  event  by  Mr.  John  O. 


Bellis.  The  annual  dribbling  contest  for  asso- 
ciation footballers  was  won  by  D.  Donohue  of 
the  Albion  Rovers,  who  beat  George  Petrie  of 
the  same  club  by  a  narrow  margin.  The  relay 
race  was  won  by  the  Burns  football  team,  who 
easily  defeated  the  Albion  Rovers'  quartet  for 
the  silver  cup. 

Starters  John  Donaldson  and  Wm.  Murray 
did  their  work  well  and  no  complaints  were 
entered.  Chief  David  Girdwood,  Secretary  A. 
D.  McDougald  and  their  numerous  aids  were 
kept  busy  the  day  long  and  the  successful 
termination  of  the  big  celebration  without  any 
delays  and  with  no  marring  accident  or  un- 
toward incident  testifies  to  their  executive  skill 
and  close  application  to  duty.
